INFLATION 
T. Coleman Andrews used to collect the in­ 
come tax and got disgusted doing it; he there­ 
upon resigned and has devoted himself to prov­ 
ing that it is a bad tax. T hat he is correct in his 
premise is obvious from the harm that the tax 
has done to the country , particularly in wiping 
out the economic independence of the white col­ 
lar elements, in reducing the middle class to a 
proletariat, and in opening the doors to a money 
racketeering which is infinitely worse than boot­ 
legging, although it is hard to m ake a distinction 
in degree between one crime and another. The 
tax evader is a thief even if he salves his con­ 
science by calling himself a tax avoider. 
Money racketeering is not done by gangsters 
or little people. It is strictly a preoccupation of 
those who have money in large am ounts and who 
get it out of this country to another where it can 
be converted into property other than currency 
w ithout pay ing taxes. 
The demoralization of a people sta rts with uni­ 
form ly ing. There is a constant contest between 
the government and its citizens as to how to h an­ 
dle this particular tax, the people using the word, 
avoidance; the government referring to it as eva­ 
sion, and try ing to put unpalatable offenders, such 
as Governor Orval Faubus in jail for alleged in­ 
fractions. 
W hat T. Coleman Andrews is try ing to tell 
Americans is that the Federal Government since 
19 39 has taken the American people for nearly 
28 times more income tax and for 10 times more 
social security tax and: 
“The cost of living has been m ore th an dou­ 
bled and is still going up . . . And the value of 
the dollar has been reduced to well below 50 cents 
and is still going down! ! ! !” 
Now this is not just hearsay . This is a sta te ­ 
m ent by a trained accountant who had actually 
been the Collector of Internal Revenue and who 
knows w hat it is about. He has issued a circular 
to say th a t inflation is here now and th a t the 
peril is upon us. Coleman gives several examples. 
I shall quote two from him: 
“ F’or example, it took $4,806 to provide the 
same am ount of buy ing power after taxes ($1,- 
9 75) as $2,000 provided in 19 39 . W hy ? Because 
tlie income tax on the increase of $2,806 was $755 
and $2,051 was required to m ake up for the toll 
taken by inflation. 
“Thus, if, in 19 57, y ou received $4,000 salary 
from a job that paid $2,000 in 19 39 , y our 19 57 
salary was $806 short of w hat y ou needed in order 
to have as much buy ing power as the 19 39 holder 
had. 
“Or, to take a case where the salary paid in 
19 39 for tho job y ou held in 19 57, or one similar 
to it . . . let’s suppose th at the 19 39 salary was 
$2,500. T h a t’s hallw ay between $2,000 and $3,000. 
A conservative approxim ation of the 19 57 equiv­ 
alent of a 19 39 income of $2,500 can be obtained 
by adding the 19 57 equivalent of a 19 39 salary of

W A SH IN G TON — President 
Eisenhower m ade the best polit­ 
ical speech of his career at Los 
Angeles this week. It was a great 
speech because for the first time 
he outlined clearly the difference 
between 
the radicals and 
the 
conservatives in America today . 
If Mr. Eisenhower could have 
stressed this them e earlier in his 
Administration, 
it 
would 
have 
prevented much of the factional­ 
ism th at has weakened his pa r­ 
ty . But the significant thing is 
th a t the President has definitely 
accepted the path of sound eco­ 
nomics and sound fiscal policy as 
well as firmness in international 
affairs as basic Republicanism. 
He has also supplem ented w hat 
Vice-President Nixon has been 
say ing—th a t peace cannot be as­ 
sured by any policies of surre n­ 
der and th a t the way to deal 
with communism is to stand up 
•o it instead of retreating under 
its pressures. 
“L e t’s consider a 
significant 
fact,” said the President. “The 
Democrat party is not one—but 
two— political parties with the 
sam e name. They unite only once 
every two y ears— to wage polit­ 
ical campaigns. 
“At; one extrem e is a wing 
whose campaigns were largely 
settled 
in 
Southern 
prim aries 
held weeks ago. At the other ex­ 
trem e is the stronger wing, dom ­ 
inated by political radicals. The 
campaigns of this wing are still 
going on. These self-sty led lib­ 
erals are the ones who really 
challenge sane, sound, forward- 
looking governm ent in the United 
States.

A L B A N Y — A revised edition of 
“ Local 
Planning 
and Zoning,” 
the basic handbook for municipal 
planning officials, was announced 
today by State Commerce Com­ 
missioner Edward T. Dickinson. 
The 96-page booklet outlines 
the organization of planning and 
zoning 
agencies 
and 
describes 
their powers, duties and areas of 
responsibility. 
Commissioner Dickinson called 
attention to important changes 
in the book, particularly a sec­ 
tion 
incorporating amendments 
to state planning and zoning laws 
enacted by the 1958 Legislature. 
He emphasized that revision of 
the book was occasioned by the 
growing importance of planning 
and zoning and increased partici­ 
pation by the state, counties, mu­ 
nicipalities and metropolitan and 
regional areas in urban planning 
programs. 
Dickinson 
noted 
that 
the 
State Commerce Department is 
charged with administration of 
state and federal funds for plan­ 
ning assistance. These funds, he 
said, enable communities lacking 
financial resources “ to develop 
workable programs for urban re­ 
newal or to engage in other 
needed planning work.”

N EW YO RK (A P) - The king­ 
pin of all the measures of good 
times or bad in the United States 
is the gross national product. It is 
widely accepted by businessmen 
and economists as giving the best 
picture of 
the economy 
at 
the 
moment. 
Few Kno w Abo ut It 
But some economists have chal­ 
lenged its 'accuracy and doubt if 
it gives a complete picture of 
where we stand. 
And 
probably 
many 
Americans 
have 
only 
a 
vague notion of what it is or how' 
it Is compiled. 
The short definition 
for 
G N P 
usually used is: The dollar value 
of all goods and services produced 
in the nation. 
President Eisenhower’s Council 
of Economic Advisers has just pre­ 
dicted that G N P will hit a record 
annual rate of 450 billion dollars 
by the end of this year — a com­ 
forting thought for all, except for 
those whose own businesses aren’t 
booming and for the more than 
four million w'ho are out of work. 
The G N P is made up of the best 
statistics and estimates available 
to 
the 
Commerce 
Department. 
The 
first 
announcements 
often 
have to be revised as later figures 
come in. And a rise in G N P could 
reflect a rise in prices quite as 
much 
as any gain 
in business 
activity. 
Co mpo nents o f GNP 
What 
are 
the 
components 
of 
G N P? 
First and biggest are personal 
consumption 
expenditures, 
which 
at present are reported to be run­ 
ning at an annual rate of 292 bil­ 
lion dollars. This is an estimate of 
what people are spending for dur­ 
able goods like autos and house­ 
hold 
appliances, what 
they are 
spending 
for 
nondurable 
goods 
like clothing and food, and what 
they 
are 
spending 
for 
services 
like electricity and rent and med­ 
ical care. 
The next item is gross private 
domestic 
investment. 
This 
in­ 
cludes spending on construction of 
nonfarm 
homes 
or 
apartment 
houses and the cost of all other 
kinds of building. What business 
is investing in durable equipment 
also goes into this figure or esti­ 
mate. 
Ta kes Inv ento ry Da ta 
Then 
the 
department 
gathers 
data on business inventories. 
If 
they are rising as they were a 
year ago the change 
from 
the 
previous three months period is 
added onto GNP. If they are fail­ 
ing as they have been for some 
time the change from the last pe­ 
riod is subtracted from GNP. The 
change in the last three months 
was a minus four billion dollars at 
an annual rate. 
Then the department adds 
in 
what it has been able to find out 
about net foreign investment —■ 
what 
American 
businessmen 
or 
individuals have 
spent on 
their 
holdings abroad. 
Finally it looks at government 
purchases. Here the figures are 
more easily come by. And over 
the past year they have been ris­ 
ing 
The latest figures show federal 
spending on goods and services 
running at 53 billion 
dollars 
a 
year, and state and local spend­ 
ing running at 40 billion. With the 
federal budget approaching the 80 
billion dollar a year level, it is 
obvious that not all outgo adds to 
gross national product. 
The value of G N P is that 
it 
gives estimates of three things: 
The value produced, the incomes 
earned, and the spending done. 
Critics say it leaves out of ac­ 
count some other kinds of econom­ 
ic activity. And they list the ex­ 
change of used cars, houses, land, 
or of stocks, 
bonds, 
mortgages 
and other credit instruments. 
They also stress the distortions 
caused by changing prices when 
G N P is used as gospel for where 
the economy is and 
where 
it’s 
headed.
